Washington, April 12.—The president 
yesterday sent the following message 
to congress: 
“To th*1«'ongttaS of |hc I n t< 'I Elate*; 
“Obedient to tliat preeeps of the con- 
-dilution, which demands the president 
to give from tiwo to time to the congreet 
information of the state of the Union, 
and to recommend to their consideration 
such measures as he shall judge neces­ 
sary and expedient, it becomes my duly 
now to address your body with regard 
to the grave end* that has arisen in the 
relations of the United States to Spain, 
by reason of the warfare that for more 
than throe years has raged in the neigh­ 
boring island of Cuba. 
I do so because 
of tire intimate connection of the Cuban 
question with the stato of our owu 
uuion, and the grave relation, the course 
which it is uow incumbent upon tho na­ 
tion to adopt, must needs bear to the 
traditional policy of our government, if 
it is to accord with the precepts laid 
down by the founders of the republic 
nnd religiously observed by succeeding 
administrations to the present day. 
“ Tho prosent revolution is but the 
successor of other sim ilir insurrections 
which hare occurred iu Culm against 
the dominion of Spain, extending ovei 
a period of nearly half a century, each 
of which, during its progress, has sub­ 
jected the United States to great effort 
aud expense in enforcing its neutrality 
laws, caused enormous losses to Ameri­ 
can traA* and commerce, cooeed irrita­ 
tion, annoyance aud disturbance among 
our citizens, aud by the exercise of cruel, 
barbarous aud uncivilized practices of 
warfare shocked the sensibilities aud of­ 
fended^ the humane sympathies of our 
people.

provinces. The Spanish armies regained 
a measure of control in Pinar del Rio 
aud parts of Havana, but, under the ex­ 
isting conditions of the rural couutn 
without immediate 
improvement of 
their productive situation. 
Even thus 
partially restricted, the Revolutionist.- 
held their own. aud their conquest aud 
submission, put forward by Spam as tin 
essential and sole basis of peace, seemed 
as far distant as at th© outset

“ In this state of affairs my uduiistra- 
tion found itself confronted with the 
grave problem of its duty. 
My message 
of last Dpoemtier reviewed the situation 
aud narrated the steps taken with a 
view of Wiley-lig its acuteness aud 


able settlement. 
The assassination' of 
the prime minister, Caneva#, led to a 
change of government iii Spain. The 
former administration, pledged to sub­ 
jugation without concession, gave place 
to that of a more liberal party, com­ 
mitted long in advance to a policy of re­ 
form, involving the wider principle of 
home rule for Caba and Porto Rico. 
“The overtures of this government, 
made through its new envoy, General 
Woodford, aud looking to an immedi­ 
ate and cfi id iv© amelioration of the 
conditions of the island, although not 
accepted to the extent of 
admitted 
mediation in auy shape, were met by 
assuratun s that home rule, in uu ad­ 
vanced phase, wonld lie forthwith of­ 
fered to Caba, without waiting for war 
to cud, and that more humane method* 
should thenceforth prevail in the con­ 
duct of hostilities. 
“Coiuddeatally with these declara­ 
tions the new government of Spain con­ 
tinued aud completed the policy already 
begun by its predecessor of testifying 
friendly regard for this nation by releas­ 
ing American citizen#, held nuder one 
charge or another, connected with the in­ 
surrection, so that by the cud of Novem­ 
ber not a single person entitled in any 
way to our national protection remained 
in a Spanish prison. 
“ While these negotiations were in 
progress the increasing destitution of 
the unfortunate recoueeutradon aud the 
alarming mortality among them claimed 
earnest attention. 
Tin success which 
has attended the limited measure of re­ 
lief extended to the suffering American 
citizens among them by the judicious 
expenditure, through the consular agen­ 
cies, of tho money appropriated ex­ 
pressly for th lr succor by the joint 
resolution approved 
May 
24, 
1897, 
prompted the* humane extension of a 
similar ache me of aid to the great body 
id sufferers. 
Th suggest mu to til is end 
was acquiesced in by th * Spanish au­ 
thorities. 
“Un Dec, 21, last, I caused to be is- 
RU**d an appeal to the American people, 
inviting contributions in rn mey or in 
kind for the succor of the starving suf­ 
fer! rn in Cuba, follow mg this on Jan. 8 
by a similar public announcement of the 
formation of a c* ntral Cuban relief com­ 
mittee. with head planers in New York 
city, cemjioscd of tim * meiuh-rs repre­ 
senting the American National Red 
Cross aud the religion* aud business ele­ 
ments of the community. 
The efforts 
of that commit! e have lava untiring 
and a?c un pl i shed much. Arrangements 
for free transportalio i to Cuba have 
greatly aided the charitable work. 
“ The president of the American lit 4 
Cr »*s ami repre.: rn t.iii vc* of other con­ 
tributory organizations have generously 
Visited t uba aud conq», rated with the 
consol general aud the local authorities 
to make effective the distribution of the 
relief collected through the efforts of 
the central committee.

Within a few days tho orders of General 
Weyler have be-rn revoked; t tie reeou- 
ccu trades are, it is said, lobo permitted 
to return to their homes; and, aided to 
resume tho Rdf-sapportiug pursuits of 
peace; publ.c works have been ordered 
to give the.ii employment aud a sum of 
$noo,b(.x) ba- been appropriated for their 
relief. 
“ The war in Calm is of such nature 
that, short of subjugation or extermina­ 
tion, a final military victory for either 
side seems impracticable. 
The alterna­ 
tive lies iii the physical exhaustion of 
of the one or the other party, or perhaps 
of Im»tli —a condition waioli, in effect, 
euded the 10-year war by the truce of 
Zanjon. 
The prospect of such a pro­ 
tection and con lui-i *11 of the present 
strife i.» a contingency Ii redly to bo oou- 
templated with eqnaiiimity by the civil­ 
ised world, aud least of ail by the 
United States, affected nnd injured as 
we are, deeply aud intimately by its 
ver y ox int eucc. 


“ Realizing th is it appeared to bo my 
duty, in a spirit of true friendliness, no 
less to Fpuin than ta tho Caba us, who 
have so much to lose by the prolonga­ 
tion of the struggle, to bring about an 
immediate termination of the war. 
To 
this end, I submitted, on til!* 27 ult., as 
a result of rn 
correspondence 
States mi uniter at Madrid, propositions 
to the Spanish government looking to 
an 
armistice 
until 
Got. -I, for the 
negotiation of peace, with tho good 
offices of the president. 
“ In addition, I asked tho immediate 
revocation of the order of reconcentra­ 
tion, so as to permit the people to re­ 
turn to their farms and the needy to be 
relieved with provisions and supplies 
from the United Stares, co-operating 
with the Spanish authorities, so as to 
afford full relief. 
“ The reply of the Spanish eabiuet was 
received on the night of the 31 st ultimo. 
It offers as the menus to bring about 
peace in Cuba to ooufide the preparation 
thereof to the insular parliament, inas­ 
much as the concurrence of that body 
would be necessary to reach a final re­ 
sult, it being, however, understood that 
the powers reserved by the constitution 
to tho central government are not les­ 
sened or dim ini shod. 
As the Caban 
parliament does not meet uutil May 
4, next, the Spanish government would 
not 
object, for its 
part, to accept 
at once a suspension of hostilities, 
if asked for by the insurgents from 
the geueral-iu-chief, to whom it would 
pertain in sueh case, to determine the 
duration and condi tions of the armistice. 
“ The propositions submitted by Gener­ 
al Woodford and the reply of tile Span* 


of brief memoranda the texts of which 
are before me and are substantially in 
the language above given. 
The func­ 
tion of the Cuban parliam ent in the 
m atter of ‘preparing’ 
peace and tho 
manlier of its doing so are not expressed 
in the Spanish memorandum, but from 
General 
Woodford’s explanatory re­ 
ports of a preliminary discussion pre­ 
ceding the fiual conference it is under­ 
stood 
that the Spanish government 
stands ready to give the insular congress 
full power to settle the terms of peace 
with the insurgents whether by direct 
negotiation or indirectly by means of 
legislation does not appear. 
W ith tins 
last overture in the direction of imme­ 
diate peace aud its disappointing recep­ 
tion by Spain, the executive was brought 
to the end of Ills effort. 
“ In my message of December last I 
said; ‘Of the untried measures there re­ 
main only: recognition of the insurgents 
as belligerents; recognition of the inde­ 
pendence of Cuba; neutral intervention; 
to end the war by proposing a rational 
compromise by the contestants aud in­ 
tel veu lion in favor of one or the other 
party. 
I sp*-ak not of forcible annexa­ 
tion for that cannot be thonghc of. 
That by our code of morality would be 
criminal aggression.’ 
“ Thereupon, I reviewed those alterna­ 
tives in the light of President G rout’a 
measured words, uttered in 1875, when, 
after seven years of sanguinary, destruct­ 
ive aud cruel hostilities in Cuba, he 
reached the conclusion that the recogni­ 
tion of the independence of Caba was 
impracticable aud indefensible; and that 
the recognition of belligerency was not 
warranted by the facts, according to the 
tests of public law. 
I commented espe­ 
cially upon the latter aspsctof Cheques* 
; tion, pointing out the inconveniences 
: and positive dangers of a recognition of 
j belligerence, which, while adding to the 
i already onerous burdens of neutrality 
within our owu jurisdiction, could not 
in any way extend oar influence in the 
territory of hostilities. 
“ Nothing lia« since occurred to change 
my view in this regard—aud I recognize 
as fully now' aa then that the issuance 
of a proclamation of neutrality, by which 
process the so-called recognition of bel­ 
ligerence is published, could, of itself 
and unattended by other action, accom­ 
plish nothing toward the one end for 
which we labor—the instant pacification 
of Caba and the cessation of the misery 
that afflicts the island.” 
.\Z 
The president then quotes liberally 
from Resident Jackson’s message to 
congress, on the subject of the recogni­ 
tion of the independence of Texas. 
OpptMtftl lo m c o g iiilln n . 
“I said in my message of December 
last: 
‘It is to be seriously considered 
whether the Cuban insurrection pos­ 
sesses beyond dispute the attributes of 
statehood which alone can demand the 
recognition of belligerency in its favor.’ 
The same requirement must certainly 
be no less seriously considered when 
the graver issue of recognizing indepen­ 
dence is in question, for no less positive 
test can be applied to the greater act 
than to tho lesser; while on the other 
hand. the influence aud consequences of 
the straggle npon the internal policy of 
the recognizing state, which form im­ 
portant factors where the recognition of 
belligerency is concerned, are second­ 
ary, if not rightly dim m able factors, 
when the real question is whether the 
community claiming recognition is or is 
not independent beyond peradventure. 
“ Nor from the standpoint of exper­ 
ience do I think it would ba wise or 
prudent for this government to recog­ 
nize at the present time the independ­ 
ence of the so-called r%*Cuban republic. 
Such recognition is not necessary in 
order to enable the United States to in­ 
tervene aud pacify the island. 
To com­ 
mit this country noxv to the recognition 
of auy particular government in Cuba 
might subject us to embarrassing con­ 
ditions of 
international 
obligations 
toward the organization so recognized. 
In case of intervention our conduct 
would be subject to the opproval or dis­ 
approval of such government. 
We 
would be required to submit to its direc­ 
tion aud to assume to it the mere rela­ 
tion of a friendly ally. 
When it shall 
appear hereafter that there is within the 
island a government capable of per­ 
forming the duties aud disc harging the 
fnuctions of a separate uatiou aud hav­ 
ing as a matter of fact the proper forms 
aud attributes of nationality, such gov­ 
ernment can be promptly aud readily 
recognized, aud the relations and inter­ 
ests of the United States with such na­ 
tion adjusted. 
“There remain the alternative forms 
of intervention to end the war, either as 
an impartial neutral, by imposing a ra­ 
tional compromise between tho cxmtest­ 
acy of the one 


this Is all In another country, belonging 
to another nation, a n d , is therefore, none 
of our business. 
It Is e.-p chilly our duty, 
for it Is right at our door. 
2. We owe it to our citizens in Tuba to 
afford them that protection for life and 
property which no government there can 
or will afford, and to that end to terminate 
tin* conditions that deprive them of legal 
protection. 
3. The right to intervene may lie justi­ 
fied by the very serious injury to tile com­ 
merce, trade and business of our people 
nnd by the wanton destruction of property 
nnd devastation of the island;

nnd themselves ruined; where o u r tr a d in g 
vessels aru liable to seizure a n d ais- seized 
at our very door by warship-, o f a foreign 
nation; the expeditions of filib u ste r in g 
that we an- powerless to rep ress a lto g et h 
er. anti the irritating q u est io n s an d e n ­ 
tanglements th u s ari-ing—all th se an d 
other# that I need not mention, With the 
resulting strained relations, are- a con­ 
stant menace to our peace and compel us 
to keep on a semi-war footing w ith a na­ 
tion with which we are at i>eaeo.

Im p ressive P ro o f of an In to le r a b le State 
Iu Cuba. 
“ The elements of danger and dis­ 
order already pointed out have been 
strikingly illustrated by a tragic event, 
which lias deeply aud jus'Iv move I the 
American people. 
I have already trans­ 
mitted to congress the report of the 
naval court of inquiry on the destruct! n 
of the battleship Maine iu the harbor of 
Havana during the night of the loth of 
February. 
The destruction of 
that 
noble vessel has filled the national heart 
with inexpressible horror. 
Two hun­ 
dred aud fifty-eight brave sailors aud 
marines aud two officers of our navy,

uoeh representation aud aut8‘ ur as

through the United party or the other. 
“ As to the first, it isi not to be forgot­ 
ten that during the last few mouths the 
relate .us of the United States have vir­ 
tually been one of friendly iuterveuti rn 
In many ways, cadi not of itself conclu­ 
sive, but ull tending to the exertion of a 
potential influence toward an ultimate 
pacific result, aud honorable to all in'er- 
ests concerned. 
The spirit of all our 
acts hitherto has been an earnest; un­ 
selfish desire for peace ami prosperity in 
(Juba, untarnished by differences be­ 
tween us a u l Sp tin uuJ unstained by 
the blood of American citizens. 
“ The forcible 
intervention of the 
United States as a neutral to stop the 
war. according to the large dictates of 
humanity aud following many histori­ 
cal precedents, where neighboring states 
have interbred to cheek the hopeless 
sacrifices of hic by internecine conflicts 
beyond their borders, is justifiable on 
rational gronmls. 
It involves, however, 
hostile constraint upon both the parties 
to the contest, us well as to enforce a 
truce as to guide the eventual settle­ 
ment. 
Ground# F or Iiil«*rreutU»n. 
“ The grounds for such intervention 
may bo briefly summarized as follows: 
I. In the cause of humanity aud to put 
an end to the barbarities, bloodshed, 
starvation and horrible miseries now ex­ 
isting there, aud which the parties to the 
conflict ase either unable or unwilling to

reposing in the fancied security of a 
friendly harbor, have been hurled to 
death; grief aud want have been br night 
to their homes aud sorrow to the nation. 
The naval court of iuqniry, win ii, it is 
needless to say, commanding the un­ 
qualified confidence of the g jvernment, 
was unanimous iu its conclusion that 
the destruction of the Maine wa a cau>ed 
by’an exterior explosion—that of a sub­ 
marine mine. It did not assume to 
place the responsibility. 
That remains 
to be fixtnl. 
“ In auy event, the destruction of the 
Maiue, by whatever exterior arase, i- a 
patent and impressive pro >f of a state 
of things in Caba that is intolerable. 
That condition is thus shown to be such 
that the Spanish government eauuot 
assure safety aud security to a v t ssel of 
the American navy in the harbor of Ha­ 
vana on a mission of peace, and right­ 
fully there. 
“Further referring in this connection 
to recent diplomatic Correspondence, a 
dispatch from our minister to Spain of 
the 20th uutimo, contained lim state­ 
ment that the Spanish m inister for 
foreign affairs assured him positively 
that Spain will do all that the highest 
honor and justice require in th i m atter 
of the Maine. 
The reply above referred 
til of the 31st ultimo also contained an 
expression of the willingness of Spain 
to submit to arbitration all the differ­ 
ences which can arise in tins matter, 
which has been subsequently explained 
by the note of the Spanish m inister at 
W ashington of the 10th inst., as fol­ 
lows:

would be indispensable. 
No indicate rn 
has been received that, in tho opinion of 
Spain that time has beau reached. Aud 
yet the strife continues w ith all its dread 
horrors and all its injuries to the inter­ 
ests of the United States aud of other 


blo of working great injury and damage 
to tho otli«*r, in all tho relations and In­ 
terests dependent on the existence of 
I>eace in the island; but they seem in­ 
capable of reaching any adjustment, 
and both thus far failed of achieving 
any success whereby one party shall 
possess and control the island to the ex­ 
clusion of the other. 
Under the cir­ 
cumstances. the agency of others, either 
by mediation or by intervention, seems 
to bo the only alternative which must, 
sooner or later, be invoked for the ter­ 
mination of the strife.’ 
“In the last annual message of my 
immediate predecessor during the pend­ 
ing struggle it woe said: ‘When the ina­ 
bility of Spain to deal successfully with 
the insurrection has become manifest, 
and it is demonstrated that her sover­ 
eignty is extinct in Cuba for ail pur­ 
poses of its rightful existence, and when 
a hopeless struggle for its re-establish­ 
ment has degenerated into a strife 
whic h means nothing more than the 
useless sacrifice of human life aud the 
utter destruction of the very subject 
m atter of the conflict, a situation will 
be presented in which our obligations 
to the sovereignty of Spain will be sup­ 
ercede I by higher obligations which we 
can hardly hesitate to recognize aud 
discharge. ’ 
“ In my annual message to congress, 
December last, speaking to this ques­ 
tion. I slid: ‘The uear future will dem­ 
onstrate whether the indispensible con­ 
dition 
of 
a righteous peace, 
just 
alike to the Cubans aud Spain, as 
w , I as equitable to all our interests, 
so intimately involved in the war* 
faro in Cuba, is lik fly to be at­ 
ta nod. 
If n >t, the exigency of farther 
and other action by the United States 
will r m lin to be taken. 
When that 
time cotnes that action will be deter­ 
mine d in the line of indisputable right 
aud duty. 
It will be faced, without 
mi 'giving or hesitancy, in the light of 
the obligation this government owes to 
the people who have confided to it the 
protection of their interests and honor 
and to hum anity.

‘“ Sure of the right, keeping free 
from all offense ourselves, actuated ouly 
by upright and patriotic consideration, 
moved neither by passion nor selfishness, 
the government will continua its w atch­ 
ful care over the rights aud property of 
American citizens aud will abate none 
of its eff* arts to bring about by peaceful 
agencies a peace which shall be honor­ 
able and enduring. 
It shall hereafter 
Ik: a duty imposed by our obligations to 
ourselves, to civilization aud hum anity 
to intervene with force. 
It shall be 
without fault on our part aud only be­ 
call' • the necessity for such action will 
be so clear as to command the support 
and appooval of the civilized world.’

“I said iu my message of December 
last; 
‘It is to be seriously considered 
whether the Cuban insurrection po#- 
se##**# beyond dispute the attributes of 
statehood which alone can demand the 
recognition of belligerency in its favor.' 
The same requireuieut most certainly 
be no less seriously considered when 
the graver issue of recognizing indepen­ 
dence is in question, for no less positive 
test can be applied to the greater act 
than to tho teaser; while on the other 
hand, the influence aud consequences of 
the struggle upon the internal policy of 
the recognizing state, which form im­ 
portant factors where the recognition of 
belligerency is concerned, are second­ 
ary, if Ute rightly elimiimbie factors, !

and to recommend to their consideration

"Thereupon, I reviewed these alterna­ 
tives in the light of President G rout’# 
measured words, uttered in 1875, when, 
after seven year# of sanguinary, destruct­ 
ive and cruel hostilities iu Cuba, he 
reached the conclusion that the recogni­ 
tion of the independence of Cuba was 
impracticable aud indefensible; and that 
the recognition of belligerency was not 
warranted by the facts, according to the 
tests of public law'. 
I commented espe­ 
cially upon the latter aspsctof the ques­ 
tion, pointing out the inconveniences 
and positive dangers of a recognition of

armistice 
until Oct. -I, for the 
negotiation of peace, with tho good 
offices of the president. 
"In addition, I asked tho immediate 
revocation of tho order of reconceutra-' 
tion, so as to permit tho people to re­ 
turn to their farms and the needy to be 
relieved with provisions and supplies 
from the United States, co-operating 
with the Spanish authorities, so as to 
afford full relief, 
"The reply of the Spanish cabinet was 
received on the night of the 31st ultimo. 
It offers as the mean# to bring about 
peace in Cuba to confide the preparation 
thereof to the insular parliament, inas­ 
much as the concurrence of that body 
would be necessary to reach a final re­ 
sult, it being, however, understood that 
the powers reserved by the constitution 
to tho central government are not les­ 
sened or diminished. 
As the Cuban 
parliament does not meet nntil May 
4, next, the Spanish government woald 
not object, for its 
part, to accept 
at once a suspension of hostilities, 
if asked for by the insurgents from 
the general-in-chief, to whom it would 
pertain in such case, to determine the 
duration aud conditions of the armistice. 
"The propositions submitted by Gener­ 
al Woodford and the reply of the 


party or the other. 
“ As to the first, it is not to be forgot­ 
ten that during lite last few month* the 
I relation# of the United States have vip- 
i tually been one of friendly intervention 
Ju many ways, each not of itself conclu­ 
sive, but all tending to the exertion of a 
potential influence toward an ultim ate 
pacific result, aud honorable to all iu*er- 
ests concerned. 
Tile spirit of all our 
acts hitherto has been an earnest; un­ 
selfish desire for peace and prosperity iu 
Cuba, untarnished by differences be­ 
tween us an I Spun aud unstained by 
the blood of American citizens. 
"The forcible -intervention of the 
United States us a neutral to stop the 
war, according lo the large dictates of 
humanity and following many histori­ 
cal precedent*, where neighboring states 
have ujtorf* ri d to chock the hopeless 
sacrifices of life by internecine conflicts 
beyond their borders, is justifiable on 
rational groom!*. 
It involves, however, 
hostile constraint upon both the parties 
to the contest, as w ell as to enforce a 
truce as to guide the eventual settle­ 
ment. 
G round# F or I n t e r m it ton. 
"The grounds for such intervention 
may bi! briefly summarized as follows: 
I. la the cause of humanity and to put 
on end to the barbarities, bloodshed, 
starvation and horrible miseries now ex­ 
isting there, and which the parties to the 
conflict are cither unable or unwilling to

reposing in the fancied security of a 
friendly harbor, have been hurled to 
death; grief aud want have been br >n_,m 
to their homes aud sorrow to the nation. 
The naval court of inquiry, which, it is 
needless to say. commanding the un­ 
qualified confidence of the government, 
was unanimous in its conclusion that 
the destruction of the Maine was caused 
by*au exterior explosion—that of a sub­ 
marine mine. 
It did not assume to 
place the responsibility. 
That remain- 
to be fixed. 
"In auy event, the destruction of the 
Maine, by whatever exterior cause, is a 
patent aud impressive pro if of a state 
of things in Caba that is intolerable. 
That condition is thus shown to b< -ach 
that the Spanish government eaunot 
assure safety aud security to a vessel of 
the American navy in the harbor of Ha­ 
vana on a mission of peace, and right­ 
fully there. 
"Further referring in this connection 
to recent diplomatic dorrespo aden ce, a 
dispatch from our minister to Spain of 
the 26th uutinio, contained the state­ 
ment that the Spanish minister for 
foreign affairs assured Him positively 
that Spain will do all that the highest 
honor aud justice require in the m atter 
of the Maine. 
The reply above referred 
to of the 31st ultimo also contained au 
expression of the willingness of Spain 
to submit to arbitration all the differ­ 
ences which can arise in this matter, 
which has been subsequently explained 
by the note of the Spanish m inister at 
Washiugtion of the lOtli in*t., as fol­ 
lows: 
‘As to the question af fact which 
springs from the diversity of views be­ 
tween the report of the American an I 
Spanish boards, Spaih’proposes that the 
fact be ascertained by an impartial in­ 
vestigation by experts whose decision 
Spain accepts in advance.’ 
To this I 
have made no reply. 
President Grant Quoted. 
“ President Grant, in 1875, after dis­ 
cussing the phases of the contest a>- it 
then appeared aud its hopeless and ap- 
parent indefinite prolong it ton. said; 
" ‘In such event, I {a in of opinion that 
other nations will be compelled to a-- 
suuie the responsibility that devolves 
ujxiii them, aud to seriously condder 
the only remaining measures p is si bl©— 
mediation and intervention—owing, per­ 
haps $o the large expanse OI water separ­ 
ating the island from the peninsula. 
• * * Tho contending putties appear 
to have within themselves no depository 
of common confidence, to suggest wis­ 
dom when passion aud excitement have 
their sway, aud to assume the part of 
peacemaker. In this view in the earlier 
days of the contest, the good offices of 
the United States as a mediator were 
tendered in good faith, without any 
selfish purpose, in tho interest of hu­ 
manity and in sincere friendship for 
both parties, but were at the time de­ 
clined by Spain with the declaration, 
nevertheless, that at a future time they 
would be indispensable. 
No indication 
has been received that, in the opinion of 
Spain that time lias been reached. Aud 
yet the strife continues with all its dread 
horrors and all its injuries to the inter­ 
ests of the United States and of other 


blo of working arrent injury and damAff© 
to th© other, in all the relations and in­ 
terest* dependent on the existent)© of 
jinnee in the island; bat they seem in- 
capable of reaching auy adjustment, 
and both tim# far failed of achieving 
uny success whereby one party shall 
po*.*!*-'! aud control the island to th© ex­ 
clusion of the other. 
Under the cir­ 
cumstances, the agency of others, either 
by mediation or by intervention, seems 
to l>e the only alternative which mast, 
sooner or later, be invoked for the ter­ 
mination of the strife.’ 
"In the last annual message of my 
immediate predecessor during the pend­ 
ing sttaggie it was said: ‘When til© ina­ 
bility of iqiain to deal successfully with 
the in**arrettiou has become manifest, 
and it is demonstrated that her sover­ 
eignty is extinct in Cuba for all pur- 
poses of its rightful existence, and when 
a hopeless -traggle for its re-establish- 
meat 
has degenerated int** a strife 
which moan* nothing more than the 
u-eless sacrifice of human life and the 
att* r destruction of the very subject 
m atter of the conflict, a situation will 
be presented in which our obligations 
to th-* sovereignty of Spaiu will be sop- 
eruoded by higher obligations which we j 
can hardly hesitate to recognize and 
discharge. ’ 
"In my annual message to congress, 
December last, speaking to this ques­ 
tion. I slid: ‘The near future will dem­ 
onstrate whether the iudispeu-able con­ 
dition 
of 
a righteous p ace, 
just 
alike to the Cubans and Spain, as 
J! 
I as **quituble to all our interests, 
so intimately involved in the war- 
far** in Caba, n likely to be at­ 
tain* I. 
If n »t, the exigency of farther 
aud 0th* r action by the United States 
will r in un to be tukeu. 
When that 
tim© comes that action will be deter­ 
mined in the line of indisputable right 
aud duty. 
It will be faced, without 
misgiving or hesitancy, iu the light of 
the obligation this government owes to 
th* people who have confided to it the 
protection of their interests and honor 
and to humanity. 
“ ‘Sure of the right, keeping free 
from all offense ourselves, actuated only 
by upright and patriotic consideration, 
moved neither by passion nor selfishness, 
the g vt rument will continue it# watch­ 
ful care over the rights aud property of 
American citizens aud will abate none 
of its efforts to bring about by peaceful 
agencies a peace which shall be honor­ 
able and enduring. 
If shall hereafter 
bt a duty imposed by our obligations to 
our- Ives, to civilization aud humanity 
to intervene w ith force. 
It shall be 
without fault on our part and only be­ 
run - * the necessity for such action will 
be s < clear a* to command the support 
aud appooval of the civilized world.’ 


W ar In C uba M ust Ce***. 
"The long trial has proved that the 
object for which Spain has waged the 
war cannot be attained. 
The fire of 
insurrection may flame or may smoulder 
with varying seasons, but it has not 
been, aud it is plain that it can not be, 
extinguished by present methods. 
The 
only hope of relief aud repose from a 
condition which can no longer be en­ 
dured is the enforced pacification of Ca­ 
ba. 
In the name of humanity, in the 
name of civilization, in behalf of en­ 
dangered 
American interests, which 
giv*- us the right and the duty to speak 
arui to act. the war in Culm must stop. 
"In view of those facts aud of these 
considerations, I ask congress to author­ 
ize and empower the president to take 
measures to secure fall and final termi­ 
nation of hostilities between the govern­ 
ment of Spam aud the people of Cuba, 
and to secure in the island the estab- 
li shine ut of a stable government capable 
< f maintaining order aud observing its 
i ternational obligations, insuring peai e 
t ad tranquility and the security of its 
* itiz* a* as well as our own, and to use 
t ie military and naval forces of the 
United States as may be necessary for 
these purposes. 
"And in the interest of humanity and 
to aid in preserving the lives of the 
starving people of the island, I recom­ 
mend that tli»* distribution of food and 
supplies be continued aud that an ap­ 
propriation be made out of the public 
treasury to supplement the charity of 
our citizens. 
"The issue us now with the congress. 
It is a -doum responsibility. 
I have 
exhaused every effort to relieve the in- 
tolerable condition of affairs which is 
at our d ors. 
Prepared to execute every 
obligation imposed upon me by the con­ 
stitution aud the law, I await your 
action. 
"Since tho preparation of the fore­ 
going message, official information was 
rec iced by me that the latest decree of 
the queen regent of Spain directs Gen­ 
eral B anco, in order to prepare for a id 
facilitate peace, to proclaim a suspension 
of hostilities, the duration aud details 
of win Ii have not yet been communi­ 
cated to mo. 
This fact, with every 
other pertinent cousid rutiou, will, la m 
sue \ ii ive your just aud careful atten­ 
tion in the -oleum deliberations upon 
which von are about to cuter. 
If this 
measure attains a successful result, then 
our aspirations as a Q hn-tian, peace- 
loving people will be realized. 
If it 
fails, it will bi* ouly another justification 
for our contemplated action.
